The adm inistration s latest offer to 
reduce spending in the current fiscal 
year by $2.6 billion, in addition to the 
$1.5 billion Congress has trimm ed from 
appropriation bills, 
was not 
good 
enough. 


Although the W hite House may be 
showing w hat Mr. Mills called an “in­ 
creasing awareness” of the need of 
economy, he indicated th at a further 
spending reduction of $2-$3 billion 
would make him more responsive to 
the President’s proposal. 


Yet as m atters stand, the commit­ 
tee’s consideration of a tax bill appears 
unlikely until February when Mr. Mills 
will have more specific information 
about Mr. Johnson’s 1968-69 budget. 


The long quarrel over spending 
cuts and taxes between the President 
and the chairman has been mainly due 


to lack of forth-rightness on the part of 
the adm inistration. 
When Mr. John­ 
son proposed the tax increase back in 
January, it was indicated it would be 
tem porary; how tem porary Mr. John­ 
son has not specified. 
There is justifiable suspicion of 
“tem porary” taxes, however. They so 
often turn out to be permanent. 
Moreover, the administration has 
unwisely placed too much emphasis on 
the tax proposal as an antiinflation 
weapon. 
It is improbable that a tax 
increase could cure the wage-price type 
of inflation with which the country is 
afflicted. 
As for the recent world currency 
crisis, which spurred the administra­ 
tion to renew its demand for the sur­ 
tax, Mr. Mills, for one. doubts that the 
dollar needs higher taxes for protec­ 
tion. Perhaps he would have respond­ 
ed more sympathetically had Mr. John­ 
son conceded from the start that addi­ 
tional revenues were needed to finance 
the Vietnam war.

Many find it difficult to work up 
enthusiasm for federal support of the 
hum anities when they find funds going 
to studies of propaganda in comics 
and to an archaeological inventory of 
monuments on Easter Island.

It is also giving $25,000 toward a 
commission to suggest revisions in cur­ 
ricula and teaching methods. 


The humanities can be valuable in 
applying experience of the past to 
problems of the present, but construct­ 
ive review of how they are taught is 
needed. 
And if hum anists are to be 
effective they must counteract the 
widespread belief that they pursue in­ 
consequential projects primarily of in­ 
terest to themselves.

The United Nations again has voted 
against seating Red China. 
No one, 
in or out of Peking, is surprised. 
The UN hasn’t revised its charter 
to meet Red China’s preposterous de­ 
mands, and Red China hasn’t changed 
its recalcitrant ways. 
So. by more or les«* mutual agree­ 
ment, it stays out. 
W hether this bodes fair or ill for 
the world has been, and doubtless will 
continue to be debated to little avail. 
By keeping her out of the UN, Red 


China at least will not be able to use 
the forum as a sounding board. 


The UN never has been able to make 
a m ajor power act against its will.

ployes of Gottshall’s turkey pro­ 
cessing plant, 
Birdsboro, was 
settled Wednesday. 
Ira Z. Gottshall, president of 
the firm, said Local 195, Amal­ 
gamated Meat Cutters 
a n d 
Butcher 
Workers of America, 
AFL-CIO, will 
be 
recognized 
as the official bargaining agent 
for the company’s 110 produc­ 
tion employes. 
Following Wednesday’s settle­ 
ment operations were scheduled 
to resume at. 8 a. m. today. 


NOVEMBER WALKOUT 
Gottshall said the new agree- 
ment resolved differences which 
created the strike situation and 
prompted the walkout of 75 per­ 
cent of the work force last Nov. 
21. 
“ It was mutually agreed that 
an earnest effort would be made 
by both parties to reach an 
amicable agreement as soon as 
possihle,” Gottshall declared. 
It is anticipated the union now 
will attempt to negotiate with 
the company for a labor con­ 
tract covering salary scales and 
fringe benefits. 
Representing the union in ne­ 
gotiations with Gottshall and 
the company’s attorney was 
Frank Vagnato. 
The firm, which processed as 
many as 5800 turkeys daily dur­ 
ing peak periods, did not suffer 
any business loss through the 
strike, according to Gottshall.

Pacheco. 47, has been the vice 
president. He is a journalist and 
politician who was elected with 
Gestido last fall on a reform 
ticket of the Colorado party, 
dominent in Uruguay for the 
last century. They took office 
March 1. 


1st SOLO PRESIDENT 
Gestido, 66, 
was

husky, 
bushy-browed retired air force 
general who became Uruguay’s 
first solo president in 16 years. 
He replaced a Swiss-style gov­ 
ernment council of nine men 
that had been dropped as too 
cumbersome 
and 
ineffectual. 
Pacheco will serve out his five- 
year term.^'~'“\ ^ 
Gestido suffered an attack at 
1:35 a.m. and died before a doc­ 
tor reached his suburban home. 
The president’s wife, Elisa de 
los Campos Garcia de Gestido, 
had noticed her husband breath­ 
ing laboriously and telephoned 
the Government House switch­ 
board operator, asking that the 
doctor on duty come imm ediate­ 
ly. 
Dr. Antonio Farcic reached 
the home in 15 minutes and 
found Mrs. Gestido alone at her 
husband’s bedside. He tried ar­ 
tificial respiration, heart mas­ 
sage and finally a stimulant in­ 
jected 
directly 
into 
Gestido’s 
heart. But the president was 
dead. 
Pacheco, who was one of Ges­ 
tido’s first supporters in the 
campaign 
for 
the 
presidency 
last fall, took the oath of office 
at 4:40 
a.m. at Government 
House. The brief ceremony end­ 
ed with Pacheco asking Gcsti- 
do's Cabinet ministers to re­ 
main at their jobs for the time 
being. They agreed to do so.

A pomander was a princely gift in the days of Henry 
VII. He reportedly gave his daughter Mary a waistband 
of the expensive scented balls as a New Year’s gift, the 
time for gift exchange in Tudor England. 
The perforated balls or boxes were highly ornamented 
and filled with perfumes, herbs and fragrant fixatives. 
They were valued as a cure for insomnia, perfume for 
counteracting the many evil odors at home or abroad and 
as antiseptic agents during plagues, epidemics—or any 
place w’here crowds gathered. 
A well remembered picture from a course on history of 
costume is of a dandy of the day, his nose tilted skyward 
and holding a pomander just inches from his nose as he 
minced his way along the streets of London. 
In this highly sanitary era; it may be hard to visualize 
a city where the garbage lay and rotted in the back courts 
and the odor of human waste was smelled by a traveler 
before the city was in sight. We call this condition slums; 
but it was the London of Queen Elizabeth I. 
When the gentry ventured abroad—mostly in daylight 
hours for there were no police and the footpads and prosti­ 
tutes took over the streets at night—they needed their 
pomanders to disguise the smell of the city and ward off 
germs, which had not yet been discovered. 
Even so, they were better off than the nobles of the 
Plantagenets; for, before, the Crusades, there were no 
spices °and perfumes from Araby. The sweetly scented 
pomanders were probably introduced by returning Cru­ 
saders; as were rugs and silken draperies and other 
refinements of living. 
As only the wealthy few could afford the costly ingredi­ 
ents and ornate cases for pomanders, there developed the 
custom of using an orange or apple and sticking it with 
cloves. These, too, had their origin in the East. The word 
orange is of Davidan origin and akin to the Tamil word for 
fragrant. The Davidan languages are spoken in India and 
Tamil is used mostly in Ceylon, also a large producer of 
apples. Cloves were a luxury from the spice islands. 
The asafetida bag, remembered with horror by many 
as a smelly bag worn around the neck to ward off colds 
in the Winter, is a relative of the more fragrant pomander 
and also came from the East. Its filling is a feted gum 
resin of various Persian and East Indian plants. 
In Colonial America the pomander found its way to the 
linen closet while the asafetida bag remained around the 
neck. In a farmhouse in Clayton. N. J.. many years ago, 
there was always a delightful spicy scent when closet doors 
were opened, for a great aunt used her pomanders as pro­ 
tection against moths. Lavender and rose leaves scented 
the linen chest. 
^ , 
Homemade pomanders arc still delightful Chri-tmas 
gifts for friends or for children to make for grandma. 
They are very easy to prepare. 
Select large firm oranges or apples. The thick skinned 
oranges and Winter apples are preferable. Stick whole 
cloves into the fruit until the surface is completely covered. 
Cloves may be inserted in the oranges more easily if the 
holes have been made with the tines of a fork or a skewer. 
Roll in a mixture of equal parts ground cinnamon and 
orrisroot, about one and a half tablespoons for each po­ 
mander. Pat in as much of the powdered mixture as will 
adhere to the surface. 
Wrap in tissue paper. As pomander dries and shrinks, 
it develops its spicy fragrance. These are gifts to make

When the spicy scent is full blown, remove ihe 
ball from paper and shake off any loose powder. 
He the pomander with a piece of ribbon, ending in a 
loop, and it is ready to hang in linen or clothes closet, 
A pretty, sweetly pungeant centerpiece for the holiday 
table may be made by piling pomander> on a base of fresh 
evergreens and decorating v.ith small Christmas ornaments 
and real pine cones. 
If powdered orrisri 
is not on the medictM cabinet 
shelf, and ten to one it isn't; it may be purchased at a 
pharmacy.

17 Antidraff 
Protesters 
Are Arrested 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Po­ 
lice arrested 74 antidraft pro­ 
testers Wednesday when they 
attempted to block the main en­ 
trance of the armed forces in­ 
duction center near center city. 
They were among an estimat­ 
ed 300 demonstrators who pick­ 
eted the center as part of a na­ 
tional antidraft campaign. 
As policemen placed the sit- 
down protesters in police vans, 
some began pounding on the 
sides and shouting “join us. 
join us.” People in the crowd 
began to sing, ‘‘We Shall Over­ 
come” and some chanted “Hell 
No, Don’t Go.” 


KEPT APART 
There was a smaller group of 
counter demonstrators, but the 
two groups were kept apart. 
The antidraft group, includ­ 
ing some women, clergymen 
and many students, gathered 
across the street from the cen­ 
ter early Wednesday. 
Lt. George Fencl, head of the 
police department’s civil diso­ 
bedience squad, told them to 
keep the induction center’s en­ 
trance clear and to keep mov­ 
ing. He warned them, ‘‘violence 
will be met with violence.” 
After a brief prayer vigil, the 
demonstrators marched across 
Broad Street to the center and 
some sat down. 
Police vans moved in, and po­ 
licemen began carrying them 
away. Some demonstrators then 
got up and walked to the wait­ 
ing vans 
Taken to the police 
administration 
building, 
they 
were charged with disorderly 
conduct, breach of the peace 
and resisting arrest. 
‘’They were warned they had 
to keep moving on the side­ 
walk.” said Fencl. ‘‘When they 
blocked the pavement, we had 
: to go in and pull them out.” 


CARRY SIGNS 
Those protesting the draft car­ 
ried such signs as ‘ Napalm. 
Johnson’s Baby Oil.” ‘‘Support 
Our Men, Bring Them Home, 
Keep Them Home,” ‘‘Stop the 
Draft—Stop the War,” and “ Are 
You Bombing with Me Jesus.”

sang the ‘ Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner” and earned signs reading. 
Draft Dodgers Cry While Brave 
Men Die, and ‘ Burn Yourself, 
Not Your Draft Card ”

icant lit ion Committee,

"This has gone beyond the 
mere criticism of the Presi­ 
dent’s Vietnam policy.” 
After the antidraft protesters 
dispersed, some then marched 
to the

During the rally outside the 
center, some inductees report­ 
ed. but did not «■c-'*m affected 
by the demon'.;ration
